I dare not goe ſofarre; onely magnaeſt plenitn- | 
do + 1 magna ſolitudo ſapientum : There is great 
plenty of men, and no ſcarfity of mad-men, Plurina 
peſſima : The moſt are not the beſt, Pretioſa non numero- 
ſa: Vile things breed as plentifully as mountaine-miſe. 
Goodnefſle,like the Raile, flyes alone':. but Mad-men, 
like Partridges by Coueys, Nay, we may ſay, agna 
ſolitudo hominum: : if it bee true that Lattamins ayes, 
Nemo poteſt iure-dicthamo niſi qui ſapiens eſt; He 1s not a 
man,that is a. mad-marn, The foole is but imago homins, 
the ſhadow or reſemblanceofa man. The world is full 
of madde-men,and the madder tris, the lefle it is ſenfi-
